which, perhaps, tJie rarmers' Co-opera- 
tive company of Hartford county, 
Miiryland, has bad the largest measure 
of «ucce.ss. The territory served by 
the association is a very productive 
agricultural region, Many of the farm- 
ers ship milk to Baltimore, some raise 
truck crop.s and others practice gen- 
eral farming. 

The association rates on many com- 
modities are decidedly lower than 
those of the riUIroad. The mcmborf: 
say that the saving of time In market' 
Ing their produce ts a litg advantage, 
also. For oxumple, when the farmers 
hauled their produce to nmrket by 
wagon they had to start out at mid- 
night and dl() not return homh until 
nine o'clock the next morning. Now, 
at least eight hours of that time is 
saved for other work. 

But wldle the Hartford County com- 
pany has had conslderaiile succors, II 
conditions not been possible had the 
condition not been favorable for the 
operation of a co-operative motortruck 
route. This* fact should not he lost 
sight of; and for the benellt of those 
cuntemphitliig the esiiibllshment of co- 
operative motortruck assochitlons the 
following points should receive care- 
ful consideration: 

Factors to Be Conaldered. 

A careful survey should be nuule to 
I determlno the adequacy of pres'.^nt 
transportation facilities, the reason* 
ahlenoss of the rates charged, the ap- 
proximate daily tonnage avallahtc for 
movonioiit In each direction, the char' 
ncter of the roads over which the 
trucks must he operated, and the gen- 
eral sentiment of the comnnmlty to- 
ward such an association. The dis- 
tance from nuirket shnuhl not be more 
than 40 miles, and there should be 
sulUclent volume of produce to war- 
rant reasonably constant operation of 
the trucks throughout the year. 

It having been concluded that the, 
co-operative enterprise will bo a de- 
cided advantage, only men who have 
demonstrated. their business ability lu 
handling their private nlTairs and who 
exercise a good Influence among the 
mcmhcrs of the community should be 
selected as directors. The secretary 
should bo a man with energy, tact, 
business ability, and a high apprecia- 
tion of the farmer's interests. The 
capitalization of the association should 
bo large enough to permit the Issuance 
of enough stock to pay for the trucks 
In cash, to assure a slilllclent amount 
of cash on hand as working capital, 
and to have enough unissued stock to 
provide for future sound extension o( 
the buBlness, as well as a depredation 
fund to replace worn-out equipment. 
Makb Service the Watchword. 

The trucks should be KcJected only 
after a thorough and unbiased consid- 
eration of the various makes. Records 
of perfornuince. of cost ot operation 
niid maintenance, furnished hy actual 
operators of trucks rather than by 
agents of truck mimufacturers, should 
be carefully considered In the light of 
present and prospective needs of the 
association. - ' 




ROOTS LEFT OUT ALL WINTEI 



A& Early In Spring as Parsnips anc 

Salsify Can Be Handled,. Carefully 

Dig and Reset Roots. 

Parsnips and salsify are hardy, ant] 
the mots may be safely left In place 
through the winter. As early In the 
spring as tliey can be bnndled, and be- 
fore they start into growlh, experts ol 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture advise, the roots should be 
dug, carefully sorted, and the select-- 
ed ones Immediately reset from throe 
to five feet apart. They will starl 
Into growtli at once, and (generally will 
produce a good cmp of seed. The 
parsnip can be safely left In place 
until the seed crop Is fully ripe, when 
It can he cut and stored under shel- 
ter till dry. The heads of salsify oper 
out as they ripen, and unless gathered, 
the seed will be blown away. It Is 
necessary, therefore, to gather the- 
opening heads about noon of every 
Hunny day, and spread them In an airy 
place until dry, when the seed can be 
rubbed out, winnowed and stored.

The method of making dill pickles 
differs from that of making salt 
pickles In two Important particulars— 
a much weaker brine Is usrd. and 
apices are added, chiefly (tlliy accord- 
ing to food specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. The 
entire Ktalk of the dill herb Is used. 
Because of the weaker salt concentra- 
tion the curing of (ill! pickles takes 
only half the time required for or- 
dinary brined pickles, but measures to 
prevent spoilage arc necessaryi 

In making pickles stralght-slded 
open-toppedfc^ars are the best recepta- 
cle to use. One holding four gallons 
is a convenient size. A narrow nec^ 
Jut Is not satisfactory for this jpur- 
poee. 

In the bottom of the jar place o- .. 
'lyer of dill and one-half ounce /' 
mixed spice. Then fill the Jar to wi( 
In two or three Inches of the top.wll 
washed cucumbers of uniform slze> 
Add another one-half ounce of spice 
and layer of dill. If obtainable, place 
a layer of grape leaves over the top. 
OThey may be plpced both at the bot- 
tom and the top. Grape leaves have 
been found to have a greening effect 
on the pickles, Slake tlie brine as fol- 
lows: Salt, one pound; vinegar, % 
quart 1^ water, 10 quarts. Cover with a , 
weighted board or plate to hold ttfe". 
cucumbers well below the brine. If 
packed at a snliable temperature ('"»"'^'-- 
degrees F.) an active fermentation w 
nt once set In. Tlils should be 
pleted in from 10 days to two n^eeks 
If tlie temperature (80 degreesJK''.) Is 
maintained.

For materials 
which are mixtures of cotton and any 
of the other niaterlnlB, or materials 
atltclicd with cotton, a cotton dye 
shtnild he used. 

It Is easy to dye white material any 
color or re-dyo any material the same 
shade, a darker Plmdc, or black. More 
skill iB required to dye the material nn 
entirely dllTerent color. It Is Impos- 
plble to dye any material a lighter 
color than it was originally unless the 
darker shade can be bleached out be-, 
fore dyeing. This seldom pays for 
the labor Involved. 

How to Combine Primary Colors. 
GotMl shades and colors may often 
he obtained by combining different 
colors. In dyeing this can be done In 
j two ways; The original color may be 
j combined with a dye of different 
i color, as* when bitie material Is dipped 
In a yellow dye to get green; or the 
material may be dyed first one color 
and then another, as when It Is first 
dyed blue, dried, and then dipped In 
yellow dye to get green.
